TVA acquired the bulk of utility company pro- 
perties before and during 1939. To compare 1939 taxes 
with those of the present day Is meaningless. As an 
example, in the electric utility industry alone taxes 
increased from $352;000,000 in 1939 to $803,900,000 in 
1049 — a jump of nearly 150 per cent. 

The fairest comparison is between the percent- 
age of gross revenues paid in taxes by TVA and by 
private enterprise in the power field. When this 13 
done, the -full extent of TVA's advantage is revealed. 
For the fiscal year which ended in June, 1949, TVA 
and its associated distributors paid 4.99 per cent of 
their gross revenues in lieu of taxes. In the same year, 
the investor owned industry paid 19.4 per cent — or 
some four times as much. 

Even this is not the whole of the story. TVA is 
a tax-subsidized venture. So the nation loses both in 
the taxes TVA does not pay — and in the tax money 
which is poured into it to keop its power rates at low 
levels.

The key question was: "Out of every dollar 
which large business companies take in, about how 
many cents do you think they Keep as a clear profit?" 
The correct answer would be: ."Less than 10 cents."

Amazingly, 
more than 51 per cent of the people apparently be- 
fieve that net profit runs anywhere from 10 cents to 
mare than 50 cents of the sales dollar.

WASHINGTON — The days of 
push button warfare, rockets, guld- 
ed-misslles, and atomic powered 
ships Is not as far off as you might 
think. 

The house armed services com- 
mittee has approved a $350,000,000 
navy modernization program cov- . 
ering a guided-mlssiles ship and a 
atomic powered submarine. I 

In asking for funds to carry out 
the navy program, Adm.- Forrest" 
P. Sherman, chief of naval opera- 
tions, said: 

"We have guided missiles which 
are sufficiently advanced that they ' 
should be introduced into the fleet 
as soon as possible, . 

In other words, guided missiles 
have been developed to the stage , 
where competent military men feel . 
they are ready to be used and not j 
just experimented with. 

Admiral Sherman also' told the 
committee that the navy hoped to 
have an atomic-powered subma- 
rine In operation within three years 
after the money was provided. 

Presumably that would be some- 
time In 1954, since the program 
will be financed largely from funds 
for the 1952 fiscal year beginning 
July I, 1951. | 

The submarine is now in the 
blueprint state and theoretically 
will be capable of cruising almost 
indefinitely without refueling.

Shot Down After 
Seven-Year Hunt 

CASTELVETRANO, Sicily — The 
most celebrated bandit of modern 
times, following a record manhunt, 
has been killed. Solvatore Giullano, 
elusive king of Sicilian bandits, was 
shot down by police after a hunt of 
seven years. 

A special Italian national police 
detachment made the kill after 
trailing the swarthy, darkeyed gun- 
man for days with a radio car 
camouflaged as a newspaper truck. 
The detachment formed part of a 
2000-man force which had hunted 
Gulliano for 10 months. 

The skirmish marked the end of 
a man accused of killing nearly 100 
policemen and scores of other 
crimes, a man who defied Italian 
authorities in barbed declarations 
and proclaimed his own "free state 
of Sicily" after he took to the hills 
in 1943. 

Challenged Officials 

Italy's interior minister, Mario 
Scclba, said it marked the end of 
banditry in Sicily. The bandit king, 
whom friends regarded as a Robin 
Hood because of the way he shared 
the loot of his robberies and kidnap- 
pings, had been a fugitive since he 
slew a policeman who tried to seize 
a load of black market wheat from 
him September 3, 1943. 

Officers had been close on Giu- 
llano' s heels for .two weeks. Then 
just before dawn on July 5, Giullano 
crept from a house in which he was 
hiding and stole to another building, 
whose door was shrouded by a cloth 
curtain. Police were there, waiting 
for him. 

Guns barked as he pushed his 
way through the curtain. Giullano 
turned to get away, but fell dead 
by a tree. 

The bandit once "declared" war 
on Italy as the commander in chief 
of a bandit force of about 20 men. 
Several years ago he challenged 
10 government leaders to fight him, 
one at a time. 

"If I lose, it will be my life," 
he wrote. "If I win. I will take 
ever the government." 

Price on Head 

An interior minister once put a 
price of 500,000 lire' (about $850) 

- on Giullano's head. Giullano came 
back with an offer of 600,000 lire 
(about $1,000) for the minister's 
head. 

Giullano had been termed a fiery 
anti-Communist. He was charged 
with turning machine guns on a 
May Day parade near Palermo In 
1947,' killing eight persons and 

, wounding 33.

He leaned over, trying 
to reach a 1 window from his back 
porch, but slipped over the rail- 
ing. 

Mrs. Schmidt leaned out and 
grabbed Vogt by the ankles. She 
shouted to htm tn let go and swung 
him in an arc through the air 
until he hung suspended by his 
ankles. 

"I'll try to hold you until the 
fire department, c o me s," she 
gasped. 

But the. 180 pound Vogt was too 
heavy and Mrs. Schmidt was 
afraid the porch railing would give 
way. .She lowered him as far as 
she could and swung him, head 
down, to the second floor porch 
below. 

Physicians said Vogt suffered a 
brain concussion . when he struck 
his head on the porch floor. But 
police said he had Mrs. Schmidt to 
thank for being alive.

' URQEtT METE0B 

Prospector 
Finds Crater 



TORONTO, Canada— What Is be- 
lieved to be the largest known 
meteorltic crater has been found in 
a silent and moss-covered granite 
plain of Northern Quebec. 

The new crater Is two and a half 
miles wide. It is hewn of solid 
granite, a party of Canadian ex- 
plorers report. Walls of the mam- 
moth ring rise 550 feet above the 
tundra. In the uninhabited plain 
around the crater are concentric 
ripples in the' granite, like those 
formed when a pebble is dropped 
into a pond. 

The crater lies at the northern- 
most tip of Quebec and waa dis- 
covered by a prospector, Dr. V. 
Ben Meen, director of the Royal 
Ontario Museum of Geology and 
Mineralogy who studied the crater 
believes it is of meteorltic origin. 

He reported if a similar meteorite 
struck Manhattan Island the city 
would be torn from the earth and 
life would be eliminated within a 
radius of 10 miles by shock waves. 
The crust of the earth would ripple 
like pond water. 

3,000 Tears Old 

The crater is filled with water to 
an unknown depth. The surface is 
frozen three feet thick even In mid- 
summer. Year-round snows pile in 
the rocks making up the lip of the 
basin. The lake inside is eighty feet 
higher than other small lakes in 
the area, indicating that it was 
built up after an underground ex- 
plosion such as a meteorite would 
cause on impact. 

Dr. Meen placed the time of the 
cosmic collision, in which at least 
10 billion tons of, rock were gouged 
out of the face of the earth, at 3,- 
000 to 5,000 years ago, reasoning the 
minimum from absence of mention 
in Eskimo or Indian lore and the 
maximum from the failure of the 
last retreating glacier, to disturb 
the churned up rock. 

Present astronomical theory holds 
that all meteorites and many 
"shooting stars" are the result of 
debris from an earth-size planet 
between Mars and Jupiter which 
exploded sometime In the past. 
When such Interplanetary wander- 
ers enter the earth's orbit at tre- 
mendous speed, the friction of the 
atmosphere makes them white hot. 
Most of them are consumed or they 
fall gently as soft dust. 

One of Great Wonders 

The ridge around the crater basin 
is lowest on the. northwest side. At 
the southeast point, Its highest eje- 
vation, 550 feet, are two peaks with 
a clearly defined shallow depression 
between them. 

This indicates that the crater 
was formed by an obliquely driving 
missile, and it may indicate the 
direction from which the body ap- 
proached the earth. 

Dr. Meen said that his party felt 
like ants climbing up and down the 
sides of a baseball stadium as they 
tried to reconstruct what must have 
happened. It took seven hours the 
first time climbers ascended the 
slope. 

At first the party believed that 
they were the first white men to 
visit the area. But one of them 
found an abandoned tin can on the 
shore of a nearby-lake where their 
amphibian plane landed. Someone 
recently had stopped close to one 
of the world's greatest wonders 
without knowing it.

Bees Talk, Fish 
Smell and Hear, 
Expert Reports 

• MUNICH, Germany— Bees can 
talk and fish can smell, a profes- 
sor at the Zoological Institute of 
the University of Munich believes. 

Fish smell food in water, ha 
says. They can hear, too. He told 
of putting a student In a tank in an 
aquarium and having him play the 
violin. The student didn't hear it, 
but the fish did. 

"Of course 'bees do. not speak as 
we do. They have no words. That 
would be Impossible, I think. They 
speak another way. They waggle," 
he said. 

He explained when a bee locates 
some nectar, it eats Its fill, then 
wings back to the home colony to 
spread the word that "soup's on." 

"By a certain number of wag- 
gles per minute," said Professor 
Kar von Frisch, "it tells the others 
exactly how far they will have to 
travel." 

It also waggles In the direction 
of the nectar. 

But getting back to fish, the pro- 
fessor said, there Is one species, 
the knurrhahn, that "almost talks." 

"The male knurrhahn makes a 
soft growl," Frisch said. "When 
he growls that is a signal. The 
female knurrhahn hears It and 
comes to him. Then he stops growl- 
ing." 

But most fish are better at hear- 
ing, he said. Frisch had phenome- 
nal success with one experiment. 
He 'would blow a whistle and then 
hit a fish on the head with a rod. 
Pretty soon the fish hid whenever 
he blew the whistle. 



Flagpelo Sitter's Droam 
Ot Glory Killed by Insults 

ATLANTA, Ga.-OdeU Smith 
dreamed of riding to glory on a 
flagpole. That dream, however, 
has been smashed. 

Smith learned— by sitting 108 
days atop a 60 foot pole— that 
flagpole sitters aren't much In 
demand. The fortune he had ex- 
Dected to make with books, ad- 
vertising schemes and radio 
shows amounted to $13. 

He didn't mind the lack of 
money so much, Smith said, but

Toy Bridge Plays Important 
Part in Construction Work 

PRINCETON, N. J. — A toy 
bridge, replica of a 312-foot sec- 
tion of the S40.000.000 Delaware 
memorial suspension bridge under 
construction near Wilmington, is 
playing an important part in the 
construction work. 

The model's dimensions are 26 
feet in length. 20 inches deep and 61 
inches wide. It weighs 600 pounds. 
Every rivet and connection that 
will appear in the Delaware bridge i 
has been reproduced in detail. I 
Construction of the 26-foot model 
was prompted by the failure of the 
famous "Galloping Gertie" the 
Tacoma Narrows suspension bridge 
that snapped In half in a storm. 
"Galloping Gertie" could not with- 
stand the twisting caused by the 
wind and its uneven weight dis- 
tribution. 

So far the construction of the 
model and the tests have cost 
54,000. The miniature is subjected 
to various loads which produce i 
twisting. Engineers then alternate 1 
the system of horizontal bracings] 
to determine which give the great- 
est stiffness. The stiffer the span] 
is, ihe less will be the tendency to; 
rotate. Tests indicate that by using 
braces across both the top and bot- 
tom, stiffness can be increased 
about 20 times. 

The Delaware bridge was begun 
in 1949 and is scheduled for corn- 
pletion next summer. Located in 
the southern end of the New Jersey 
turnpike, the 2,150-foot suspended 
span will be the fifth largest such 
bridge in the world.

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Guided Missile Is 
Success in Firct 
Horizontal Test 

COCOA, Pla.— The pushbutton wnr 
of the future may not be as for off 
as most people believe. The first 
successful flight of a guided long- 
range missile was made at the 
Army's proving ground recently. 

A huge German V-2 rocket carry- 
ing a smaller missile piggy-back 
made a thunderous climbing turn 
over the Atlantic. The V-2 got up to 
2,700 miles an hour, and the small- 
er nose-mounted missile, called the 
Wac Corporal went even faster— 
perhaps 5,000 miles an hour. Its 
performance Is a military secret. 

The two rockets, standing 60 feet 
from the ground to the "Wac Cor- 
poral's" nose, rose In a burst of 
flame that brought the sound of a 
thunderclap. 

From icro to 1,000 miles an hour 
was a matter of seconds. The two- 
stage projectile still spewed orange 
flame as it pierced a high cirrus 
cloud and disappeared. On the cloud 
an ominous black shadow appeared 
—the shadow of the vapor trail. 

Power stayed on the V-2 only a 
minute. In that time 10 tons of 
liquid oxygen and alcohol were 
consumed. 

Gyroscopic controls took effect 
soon after the vertical climb began 
and the thundering missile bent its 
path toward the sea. It was ap- 
proaching a horizontal course as it 
disappeared. 

At 51,000 feet after only a minute 
and 20 seconds of flight, the "Wac 
Corporal" separated from the big- 
ger rocket and sped away eastward 
on its own. How far it went wasn't 
immediately known. The intended 
range was in excess of 175 miles.

miles an hour. The speed of the 
smaller missile was described as 
"the sum of the two rockets", with 
no estimate made. Private esti- 
mates ran as high as 5,000 miles an 
hour. 

After the "Wac Corporal" was 
gone, the V-2 went to a maximum 
height of 10 miles and started down. 
When it was down to 20,000 feet, a 
button was pressed exploding the 
captured German weapon. Its debris 
fell into the sea 48 miles offshore. 



Freight Boosts Force 
Change in Farm Economy 

WASHINGTON-Postwar boost in 
freight rates is forcing readjust- 
ments in the agricultural economy, 
according to the department of agri- 

, culture. 

i It costs two and one-half billion 
dollars to transport the nation's 
food supply from farm to retail 
store, or more than double the pre- 
war cost, the department reported. 
In fact, the freight bill averaged 
about S16.G7 for each American. 

For this reason some food pro- 
cessors are decentralizing their op- 
erations to avoid long hauls. Others 
are said to be virtually discontin- 

. uinjj the products that previously 
moved to distant markets, and aim- 
ing their production for nearby 
points. 

Rates charged by regulated motor 
carriers have increased almost in 
proportion to railroad rates. 

The department reported that It 
cost IB billion dollars to market 
last year's food supply— that is, 
to sell and process raw materials, 
and transport and distribute fin- 
ished products. This compared with 
eight billion In 1939.

Soviet Radio 
Sets Estimated 
At 1 300,000 

LONDON— According to 
vcy by the United Nations there 
are only 1,300,000 regular radio 
seta In all of the Soviet Union on 
the basis of the latest available 
figures.' 

There are also 6,600,000 "wired 
receivers" In Russia over which 
government-monitored and ap- 
proved programs are piped to Rus- 
sian listeners. The only choice of- 
fered to listeners is between on* 
Soviet broadcast and another. 

The report did not say how many 
of the 1,300,000 regular Russian seta 
were short wave and even capable 
.of -picking up 'American and Brit- 
ish broadcasts - fh Russian. beamed 
at the Soviet Union. 

The survey showed the United 
States was the largest radio listen- 
ing nation In . the world and Brit- 
ain was the.-, largest newspaper 
reading country. ; 

- .U.S. First in Radios 

It said that in the United States 
every two persons owned a radio 
set and in Britain one dally paper 
was sold for every two people. 
. In the Soviet Union only one dally 
paper is sold for every six per- 
sons. ' 

The survey, compiled at the re- 
quest of the United Nations sub- 
commission .on the freedom of in- 
formation and the press, also in- 
cluded, the following data: 

-Total-, circulation of daily papers 
throughout the world is nearly 219,- 
000,000 a day; there are 160,000,- 
000 radio ' sets and more than 44,- 
000 cinema seats. 

The United States is sixth as a 
newspaper-reading nation, preced- 
ed by Britain, Norway, Luxem- 
bourg, Denmark and Sweden. 

Russia Has 7,163 Papers 

But Britain is second to the 
United States in the number of 
radio sets. There are 560 sets to 
each 1,000 persons in the United 
States and only 227 in Britain. 

The survey said that the Rus- 
sian-wired receivers picked up 
broadcasts from Soviet stations 
and transmitted them to subscribers 
by wire; the equipment in the lis- 
tener's home consisted simply of a 
loudspeaker. The listener's choice 
is limited to the program selected 
for him, the survey showed. 

The survey said that many coun- 
tries in Africa, Asia and South 
America were poorly off for means 
*bf communication. In the un- 
developed parts of Africa there are 
millions without a newspaper in 
, their* own tongue.

Radioactivity 

Death Without Noise \ 

WASHINGTON - An invisible ! 
dust of radioactive "death sand" 
could spread over a .city and kill 
its population by radioactivity 
without the noisy warning of an 
atomic bomb says Dr. Louis N.

What would be done would be 
to collect the debris of smashed 
uranium atoms from atomic 
"furnaces" in which fissionable 
material ' was being "burned." 
About a dozen of these- fission- 
able products would be useful 
in warfare. 

Very fine sand would be coated 
with these radioactive poisons 
ond spread very thinly over the 
area where it was desired to 
wipe out life. 

The person in a poisoned area 
has no way of knowing that he 
is in danger either by the evi- 
dence of his senses or by any 
unsophisticated tests. He may 
receive a lethal dose of radio- 
action before he knows that he 
is endangered, and yet a few 
days later -he may die.

taxation of the proposed project, 
stating that a tax rate of 8.6 mills 
would be sufficient to maintain and 
operate the school after 1954. Hollo- 
way recommended the plan and 
told those present that the $492,000 
limit would be sufficient to build 
end put the school into operation, 
and pledged himself and members 
of his committee to withhold letting 
of the building contract if the limit 
could not be met. 

Both men from the Wisconsin 
State Department of Education 
spoke in favor of the proposition.

This 
was defeated by a count of 221 
against and 208 for. A second bal- 
lot to authorize the board to issue 
in the amount of $492,000 was de- 
feated 204 to 139. A third ballot was 
cast on the proposition of. obtaining 
a loan from the Wisconsin State 
trust fund, "This was defeated 170, 
to 85. . ! 

Clarence Schuld, member of the 
board and also a member of the I 
building committee, said that only 
one-third of the eligible voters 
were at the meeting, and that the 
opposition forces came to the meet- 
ing early and stayed late, account- 
ing for the diminishing strength of 



the supporters of the proposition 
as the' meeting and balloting pro- 
gressed. The meeting was adjourned 
at 4 a. m. 

Plan Second Vote 

The board, which is empowered 
•by school laws of the state to hold 
two special election each year, plan- 
ned to hold a second election on 
Tuesday, January 9, 1951, Plans for 
this election call for a simple elec 
tion with no meeting to precede it. 
Also polls will open at 1:00 p. m.

cording to present plans.
